England and his new Prime Minister 
are very cordial, much more so than 
was the case with Mr. Gladstone and 


Queen Victoria. Mr. MacDonaid has 
had no scruplics about kissing hands, 
something that Mr. Gladstone in a 
moment of pretended absent-mind- 
edness overlooked when he received 
the seals of office. Mr. MacDonald's 
portrait hangs asain in the King’s 
workroom,:. a delicate attention of 
the sovereign toward his ‘first Min- 
ister. Queen Victoria: didn’t do as 
much for Mr. Gladstane. She kept 
the portrait of Disraeli hanging where 
that of his successor should have 
been. Mr. MacDonald's portrait was 
first hung in the King’s Cabinet in 
January, 1924. The Scotsman wds 
very much touched by this gracious 
act. However, when the Prime Min- 
ister called upon the King six months 
later the illness had disappearec, 
and Mr. MacDonald was very much 
put out about the matter. He spoke 
about it to his prywate secretary. And 
the private secretAry, taking the himt, 
made inquiries. Had His Majesty's 
cordiality cooled off? Had Mr. Mac- 
Donald perhaps unconsciously of- 
fended against a rule of etiquette? 
Discreetly one after the other was 
approached. But none of the func- 
tionaries knew “anything about it. 
Finally the Chief Chamberlain solved 
the question. The cord by which 
Mr. MacDonald's picture hung had 
broken. A few weeks afterward the 
first Labor Government fell over the 
Zinovieff letters. To-day the pic- 
ture hangs again in the familiar 
place and, no doubt, the tapissiers 
of Buckingham Palace, if they are 
good Labor membcrs, will have takén

Kerensky's 
Revelations 


The publication of Alexander Ke- 
rensky’s “Memoirs” on his acivity as 
War Minister and later as Premier of 
Russia after the first revolution in 
that country, which deposed the 
Czar and brought the first Govern- 
ment along democratic Enes, has 
provoked constérnation in Berlin. 
In the preface of the book M. Ke- 
rensky declares that the object of the 
work is to show tivat the responsi- 
bility of the Bolshevik cuup detat 
rests squarely upon the Germans. 
There is, of course, nothing new in 
this view and the Germans have 
never denied it. Their General Staff 


utilized”every means at its disposal 
to eliminate the Eastern adversary, 


and in allowing Lenin atid his com- 
panions to cross’ Germany with the 
purpose of fomenting trouble in Rus- 
sia they struck a decs=ive vlowW more 
effective than a hundred divisions of 
troops could have done. But this is 
not the point that fills the Germans 
with surprise. M. Kerensky says fur- 
ther: “Germany, in working the Bol- 
shevik revolution in hand, was led 
to * * * the humilfation of Versailles. 
Never would this have arrived, I

They are effectual in removing grease 
spots, blood.and ink stains and any 
freshly spilled liquid. Im fact, they do 
always prove satisfactory but all 
stains that are light and freshly made 
will yield to absorbents, and these are 
harmless to all fibres. 

When using white blotting paper, or 
unglazed paper, lay the fabric on this 
and cover with the same paper or with 
a powder and apply a warm iron: re- 
peat, using fresh paper or powder as 
often as necessary. 

When using the absorbent powder 
place the stained fabric on a flat sure 
face and spread the powder or meal 
(warmed) over stain, then rub it around 
gently so as not to displace the fibres. 
As soon as the powder becomes gummy 
brush it off and repeat the process 
until most of the stain has disappeared, 
then app!y another layer of the warm 


absorbent and allow it to remain over- , 


night or longer, then brush it off 

thoroughly. If it is a heavy grea:e 

spot it will be necessary to iron over 

the paper-covered powder.
